An explosion 
of dynamite on the 


main line of the Cleveland, Cincinnati 
Chicago and St. Louis railroad at Ar- 
lington Heights, a suburb of Cincin- 
nati, derailed the tender of a work 
train. A passenger train had passed a 
few minutes before the explosion. 


An attempt was made to blow up 


the commissary of the Illinois Central 
railroad at Parucah.'Ky. The explo- 
sion blew a hole in the ground near 
the building. 


POLICE CHARGE ANARCHY 


Police precautions at Algiers, a sub- 


urb of New Orleans, in effect amounted 
to martial law in efforts to chsck dis- 
orders which authorities characterized 
as virtual anarchy. Automobile loads 
of police patrolled districts where fires 
have occurred in the homes of rail- 
road workers following announcement 
of the fire marshal's office that incen- 
diarism was responsible for the burn- 
ing of several homes. Police reported 
almost constant firing in railroad dis-' 
tricts and between 35 and 40 assaults 
since the shopmen's- strike began. 
One man was killed by a negro cook 
who was being beaten. 


Reedy Booth, a guard on the South- 


ern railway., died in a hospital at 
Aueusta. Ga., from wounds received 
when he and another guard were at- 
tacked. His companion, E. M. Feater 
was killed. Tho men were shot and 
cut with knives.

Washington—President Harding has 


unbosomed himself in the last twenty- 
four hours to his cabinet and other 
callers on the plans he has in mind 
for dealing with the national emer- 
gency growing 
out of the rail and 


coal strikes. 


The president revealed first of all 


that while he has no fixed policy and 
is depending more or less on day to 
day developments, his duty and re- 
sponsibility in certain evsntualites is 
clear in his mind. ,. 


TRANSPORTATION FACTOR 


The whole situation, Mr. Harding 


thinks, depends 
on transportation. 


Enough hard coal will be available be- 
er use the president feels sure the an- 
thracite situation will be settled in a 
few days. Statistics laid on the cab- 
inet table showed that the soft coal 
tonnage is satisfactory and that no 
shortage will develop if the coal now 
being mind can 
be distributed from 


the mouth of the 
mine to the con- 


sumer. The shopmen's strike is inter- 
fering with transportation. 


Mr. Harding has been in the midst 


of a debate between two sets of ad- 
visers, those who 
favor and those 


who oppose government operation of 
anything. 
MANY ARGUMENTS ADVANCED 
Enough arguments have been ad- 


vanced by both sides to make Mr. 
Harding aware of the terrific respon- 
sibilities 
which would 
be involved. 


Furthermore, 
outside the cabinet, 


there has been a pressure of two 
groups, one of which insists that to 
take over mines or railroads would be 
playing into the hands of the unions 
as they are said to want government 
operation 
because it means 
better 


wages, and the other which declares 
that the unions do not want govern- 
ment operation .because the govern- 
ment's method will be virtually to up- 
hold the employers by giving federal 
protection. 


The president, therefore, after lis- 


tening to the pro and con of govern- 
ment seizure of mines and roads is 
hesitant to plunge 
the government 


into any such venture. 
To "use the 


word "hesitant" is to put it mildly. 
WANTS BLANKET AUTHORITY 
Mr. Harding has come to this con- 


clusion: He feels he ought to have 
blanket authority to make over cer- 
ain coal carrying railroads and such 
mines as will be necessary to insure 
a sufficient production of fuel for the 
nation. He promises not to us» the 
authority except in dire emergency 
and believes congress ought to trust 
to him to use the right sort of judg- 
ment as to the existence or nonexis- 
tence of an emergency. 


But 
congress 
never 
has 
given 


blanket authority except in time of 
war and lately there has been a tend- 
>ncy to guard jealously tho powers 
of congress, something which 
Mr. 


Harding himself has encourayod.

tim of the coal and rail strike, Mr. 
Strawn said. 


Judge Carpenter placed the road in 


the hands of receivers on the applica- 
tion of the Texas Oil Co., the road ad- 
mitting allegations made in the invol- 
untary bankruptcy petition, which al- 
leged an unpaid debt of $33,000. 


The court action followed a meet- 


ing of the board of directors of the 
road in the New York offices of the 
Union Pacific, which holds more than 
fS,000,000 of a*10,000.000 issue of Al- 
ton 6 per cent bonds.

Blowup of "Western Express," 


Near Gary, Set For Tues- 


day, 
Charge 


Chicago—With the arrest of three 


men early Thursday, Chicago police 
declared 
they had bared a plot to 


dynamite the "Western Express" on 
the New York Central at a point be- 
tween Gary. Ind., and Chicago. 


The wreck according to the police 


was to have marked the beginning 
of a new reign of terror on railroad* 
throughout the country. 


The "Western Express" is a fast 


passenger train which leaves New 
York at 6 p. m., arriving in Chicago 
at 3:15 the following afternoon. 


PLOT DELAYED 


According to the police the original 


plan of the plotters was to blow u? 
the train last Tuesday. 
Tha delay, 


police said, was caused by tho cap- 
ture of four men accused of wrecking 
the .Michigan Central "million dollar 
express" at Gary, 
Aug. 
20, when 


two of the train crew were 
killed. 


Charges of murder against these men 
and the vigilence with which railroad 
property has since been 
protected 


made the plotters against the New 
York Central train wary, according 
to their captors. 


Meanwhile attorneys lor the four 


men held in connection with Michi- 
gan Central wreck 
began a legal 


fight to obtain their release. 
The 


lawyers said the men were illegally 
arraigned and th*t they would repu- 
diate their alleged confessions. 
Fol- 


lowing their capture, attorneys said, 
the men were beaten and abused un-. 
til they admitted their alleged impli- 
cation in the wreck plot.

Jackson. Calif.—The fourth day of 


the battle of life and death at tho 
Argonaut mine where 47 miners ar« 
entombed found rescue crews still 
fiehtinff desperately to get to the men. 
The first official news bulletin is- 
sued by a committee of mine owners, 
mining engineers and state, and fed- 
eral mining experts recited that two 
crews of apparatusmen from the fed- 
er bureau of mines worked all night 
in the Argonaut shaft replacing tim- 
bers that had been removed from the 
shaft 60 feet below the 2,400 foot level. 
The timbers, the bulletin said were re- 
moved to provide a barrier against ths 
fire creeping up to the shaft. •

"Coke should be used for heating 


houses." the bureau said, "because 
t is the nearest approach to anthra- 
cite «• & doaxttte t u*l and because 


with the mining of bituminous coal 
rapidly reaching the normal stage of 
production It should be readily avail- 
able for the coming fall and winter. 
It is a clean and convenient fuel, re- 
duces the necessity of cleaning 
the 


furnace, requires less attention than 
coal and gives iriore uniform temper- 
ature in the house." 


The bureau suggested new coke con- 


sumers would need a few weeks ex- 
perience with firing and to aid In In- 
creasing its use a technical paper has 
been prepared giving 'results of ex- 
oerinaents mad* by the bureau. 


ALLIES FAVOR BELGIAN 


PLAN FOR MORATORIUM

Paris—The Allied reparations com- 


mission has decided to accept the Bel- 
gian compromise on the German mora- 
torium proposition as a solution of the 
present crisis, it wa« learned Thurs- 
day afternoon. Formal vote will be 
taken before the day is, over, it was 
stated. 


The British, Italian and Belgian 


members are declared unequivocally to 
favor this settlement. 
The attitude 


of M. Dubois, the 
French member, 


was not definitely known. 


M. Dubois went at once into consul- 


tation with Premier Poincare with the 
purpose of bringing to the commis- 
sion the French government's decision. 


Under the plan, brought forward by 


M. Delacroix, the Belgian member of 
the commission, Belgium in lieu of the 
remaining. cash payments from Ger- 
many this year, to which she is en- 
titled 
under a priority agreement, 


would accept treasury bills from the 
German government, payable in six 
months. 


These bills would total more than 


250,000,000 gold marks and Germany 
would offer further 
guarantees for 


their redemption when due. 


Washington—Mine union 
official; 


negotiating with the operator's repre 
sentatives in Philadelphia have ac 
cepted the anthracite strike settlemen 
proposal advanced as .a result of Tues 
day night's conference here, according 
to advices received Thursday in offi 
cial circles in the capital. 


The reports here strengthened hopes 


that operators also would consent to 
the settlement plan before the day was 
over. 


Details of the Philadelphia discus 


sions were not revealed however and 
no official would go further than to 
express confidence of the outcom?. 


During the day several officials who 


have taken active part in the latest 
peace overtures to end ths anthracite 
strike, including Senators Pepper anc 
Reed of Pennsylvania, were in com 
munication with Philadelphia by tele 
phone and they all were optimistic 
Thursday afternoon over the outlook 


The 
two Pennsylvania 
senators 


jointly authorized the statement that 
in their opinion "nothing has devel 
oped to impair confidence in a settle 
ment."

Although the Wisconsin's attorney- 


general's department 
has 
declared 


that Sunday baseball is prohlbted by 
the Wisconsin-statutes, no effort will 
be made here to enforce that law. ac- 
cording to Fred V. Heinemann, die- 
trict attorney. 


The so-called blue laws contained in 


Section 4395 were passed as early as 
1849, but they have not been enforced 
in recent years. Violation of the law 
is punishable by a fine of not more 
than $10, but so far v«ry few persons 
have ever been fined in the state, al- 
though "flagrant violations" are in 
evidence every Sabbath day. War- 
rants were sworn out by ths Law and 
Order league of Dodgevjlle this month 
against a local baseball team. When 


the district attorney of that section 
went to the attorney-general depart- 
ment for advice, he was told Sun- 
day baseball, as well as theaters, 
dances, gambling and other diversions 
were prohibited.

Five men, all foreigners and said to be 


striking shopmen, are under arrest in Chi- 
cago charged with murder for the wreck- 
ing of a fast express on the Michigan. Cen- 
tral railroad near Gary, Indiana. 
They 


are alleged to have confessed and to have 
re-enacted the wrecking of the train. Ac- 
j'cording to their confession they were 
forged to this crime by a strike agitator 
following a meeting, and upon their re- 
turn were "congratulated"' for the work ' 
they had done. It was planned to also 
wreck the Twentieth Century limited of 
the New Tork Central lines. 
Attempts 


have been made to wreck trains in Colo- 
rado, and the Florida-California flyer of 
the Frisco lines near Memphis. 


The purpose of these monstrous acts 


against human life is to intimidate engin- 
eers and trainmen from taking out trains 
and passengers from riding on trains. 
Not only do they fail in that, but they are 
the kind of murder which challenges gov- 
ernment itself. They are not merely a 
hideous crime to be punished, but an at- 
tack upon national security. 


Of course the great body of striking 


shopmen are opposed to violence and view 
such acts as train wrecking with abhor- 
rence. It is the hotheads, the bolshevists, 
the anarchists, who have crept into their 
ranks and are preaching the doctrine of 
force, that wreck trains. These men must 
be exterminated and put out of the union 
if the union is to survive. They cannot 
possibly win a strike, but they can most 
certainly lose one. The American people 
cannot be terrorized into submission by 
train wrecking, bomb throwing and the 
like. Neither can the railroads, nor their 
employers, nor the traveling public, and 
least of all the government of the United 
States. 


If the striking shopmen wish to retain 


-•public sympathy in their efforts to secure 


better wages, which we think they are en- 
titled to, they must attend to the radicals 
from within. The government will take 
care of the men engaged in train wreck- 
ing, so far as punishment for the crime is 
concerned, but there is still their perni- 
cious influence in unionism to consider.

It will be because the state 
has abdicated its sovereignty to the mob. 
There can be no excuse for failure to 
bring the Herrin assassins to justice, that 
is no excuse except official cowardice and 
political depravity.

That 
is as clear as crystal and we need not quibble over 
it at all. The quibbling and evasion and sidestep- 
ping and nonsense begin when the victim of some 
joint trouble undertakes to label his trouble rheu- 
matism or when his doctor attempts to perform a 
juggling act with this "exposure" delusion, to re- 
concile such an absurd notion with the more mod- 
ern knowledge of the real causes of joint disease, 
or to convert "exposure" from its former high po- 
sition as the cause of rheumatism to a secondary 
or insignificant place as a mere predisposing or 
aggravating factor in some cases not 
otherwise 


agcounted for. 


That's rheumatiz. 
I repeat there is no such condition in reality. 


There isn't the first scintilla of scientific evidence 
to support the notion that exposure to cold or wet 
can produce any joint disease which may pass as 
"rheumatism." 
The unavoidable truth is that the 


various joint diseases carelessly and improperly 
jumbled under the title of rheumatism are least 
prevalent among peoples, classes and groups that 
are most exposed to the weather and climate con- 
ditions which unenlightened folks have so long as- 
sociated with rheumatiz. 
Mind, I am not decry 


ing the value of climate for persons with joint 
diseases: they may benefit quite as well as vic- 
tims of advanced Bright's disease 
or 
whooping 


cough do from open air or other climatic treat- 
ment.

STUDY NEW WATERS 


In the early morning most any wa- 


ters that you would cast at in quest 
of the bass make fine sport with good 
chances of results, among the rushes, 
the weedbeds, the lily pads and-along 
the logs, snags, brush heaps as well 
as off the sand bars and the gravelly 
shoals. I make it a habit in fishing 
new waters to put in the midday time 
trolling along around the lake spotting 
the likely looking places, making men- 
tal notes of the weed formations and 
the rocky bottoms. In a few days of 
patroling in this way you can get a 
fairly good idea of any waters. 


It is not at all necessary to give up 


fishing during the hottest day. After 
gorging on the fat young minnows in 
the late evening and having a little 
frolic on the surface during the night 
with another good feed in the early 
morning, the wise bass hunts up a 
spring hole in the deepest pools an-1 
makes himself comfortable for an all- 
day siesta. Incidentally while lying 
around he is also digesting his food 
and doing it with the least exertion. 


Often times when the water is clear 


and still you can float along and see 
the bass way down below. I have often 
floated along on lakes that I have 
fished quite frequently and know the 
waters. I found plenty of bass down 
deep nnd have watched them for 
hours, hardly one of the making a 
movement that is noticeable. If you 
let a minnow or frog go down slowly, 
aided, of course, by a sinker, these 
same bass will generally take notice 
when the bait come.? within their vis- 
ion, and one of them will grab It and 
make a short run before stopping to 
turn the minnow or frog around in 
order to swallow it head first. 
After 


you have safely played this fellow up 
to the net you can repeat the opera- 
tion and clean up the whole school. It 
seems that the bass cannot resist the 
wiggle of the minnow or kick of the 
frog even with a distended stomach 
In the hot weather if you send the 
bait down to them.
